1. Recently I was given the opportunity to attend a briefing 
given by Rand Corporation officers to an element of the DDI concerned 
with verification matters. In the course of his presentation, one 
of the Rand representatives, William Harris, referred on several 
occasions to the need for applying counterintelligence techniques 
ranging from detection to deception both in analyzing Soviet technical 
capabilities and in mounting our own airborne devices. I did not get 
the impression that the DDI officers present at the briefing necessarily 
understood what Harris had in mind, but I could be mistaken. 

2. The application of counterintelligence techniques to the 
technical field is sane thing outside our .present knowledge. Frankly 
I am not sure that I can even articulate it properly or adequately. 

I liave a distinct feeling, however, that the matter should be looked 
into carefully. We may be able to develop new subdiscipline of 
counterintelligence, technical comterintelligenee. 

3. If you believe there is any merit in this thinking, a word 
from you to the DDI and perhaps the DD5§T would open the doors for us 
to discuss the natter with those officers who are knowledgeable of 
our technical efforts.
